The Resolation of the Government of India in 
December 1895, in which the question of ree 
organisitlon of the sanitary services through- 
out India was set forth, has apparently 
semained a dead leiter with certain of ‘tha

where matters’ sanitary have long he 
g prominent place tn the administration, 
Acting on the lines ef reform sketched by the 
Government of Indla, a serles of changes have 
been ditermined upon. Dealing In the first 
place with the Sanitary Board, the Government 
{n alluding to {ts pagt work shows that {t hes 
fulfilled the fonction hitherto required . of 
ft ass consultative body, and must now 
pass’ cowards as the sequel of evolution 
to the stage of performing i administrative 
work. For ' this Parpones certaln funds 
areto be placed at its disposal, It has been 
consequently determised to strengthen the Board 
by addisg to lta members, It will henceforth bo 
constituted of one of the two Secretaries tn (he 
Department of Poblic Works, the Sanitary Com. 
missloner and thé Sanitary Eogineer—the latter 
belog Secretary.”
